TO ALL SPANIARDS 


Rebel Leader Tells Why lie 


Expelled Them, 


SUPPORTERS OF DICTATOR. 


Committee to Take Inventory of Their 


Property at Chihuahua, and Thoee 
Who Have Not Aided Huerta to Be 
Indemnified—Spaniards Lives Were 
In Danger Had They Remained. 


Chlhualimi. Mexico, Dee. 20.—Gen- 


eral Francisco Villa said he wns dis- 
posed to follow the suggestions of the 
United States as to tiie rights of for- 
eigners In Mexico. In conformity with 
this plan lie mimed u committee to 
take an inventory of the property of 
the expelled Spaniards, and said he 
would Indemnify, such as had not ac- 
tively supported the Huertu .rovern- 
ment. 
" 


General Villa had received through 


the American consul representations 
which expressed the position of thei 
United States in assuming moral re- 
sponsibility for the welfare of citizens 
of other nations and which called upon 
General Villa for a strict accounting 
tflf his acts should the rights of any 
foreigners be violated. 
;A communication also had been re- 
ceived from General Carranza. the 
head of the revolution, following the 
protests of Spaniards that their prop- 
erty bad been seized, and the protests 
of other foreigners that they had been 
forced to pay money to the rebel 
cause.

Why Spaniard* Were Expelled. 


"It was necessary to expel the Spnn- 


Iprds because their lives were in dan- 
ger here, and it was necessary to im- 
pose a penalty of death in order that 
they would go. 


"It Is well known that in the upris- 


ing lu Mexico Cfty last February hun-1 
dreds of Spaniards in the city sided 
with Felix Diaz, and with arms co- 
operated in the uprisinr; which enabled 
Huerta to bring so much suffering to 
Mexicans. When 1 attacked Torreon 
Spaniards again flred on us on the pre- 
text that they were guarding their 
own interests. In Chihuahua the ma- 
jority of Spaniards were Huerta sym- 
pathizers. When I entered the city I 
resolved upon their expulsion because 
their lives were in danger from the 
feeling held against them by our army. 


"The rights of a I! other foreigners 


have and will be protected. 
Arrests 


are being made daily of persons sus- 
pected of being Huerta sympathizers. 
They are held pending an investigation 
of their acts."

Washington, Dec. 20.—The interstate 


commerce commission In Its annual re- 
port goes further In suggesting federal 
control over tbe railroad* of tbe coun- 
try than it ever has before. In fact. 
tf congress grants the power now ask- 
ed by the commission that body will 
be able practically to run tbe railroads 
of the country. 


The commission recommends that 
egislation be panned giving it complete

WOMEN ARE PROUD 


OF KOLLOWAY BOMB 


Defy Police to Find Got Who 


Laid too Fuse. 


London. Dec. 20.—"We do not deny 


that suffragettes were responsible fo' 
the explosions at Holloway Jail, bu, 
it's up to the police to Bnd out the 
guilty Individuals, if they can." was 
the defiant comment of Mrs. Dacre 
Fox, leader of the Women's Social and 
Political union. 


At Holloway prison the 700 women 


prisoners refused to be quieted. Many 
kept awake in the hope that the bomb 
explosion might in some way result lu 
a chance for a general break, while 
others were fearful that tbe two tre- 
mendous explosions which shook the 
prison walls migljt be repeated. 


The, police are certain in their own 


miuds that militant suffragettes are 
responsible for the attempt to blow up 
Holloway Jail. 
Rachel Peace is the 


only suffragette prisoner now in the 
jail, but the suffragettes have been 
unable to find out whether or not she 
is being forcibly fed. 


speed of trains and similar matter* 
that heretofore have been left excln- 


1 slvely to the railroad management. 


This recommendation, taken in connec- 
tion with tbe reiteration of tbe com- 
mission's suggestio^ for complete ju- 
risdiction over-tbe stock and bend Is- 
sues of railroads and tae power al- 
ready possessed to regulate rates, goes 
about as far as the government can 
go without actual ownership. 


Tbe commission's report contains a 


surprise In connection with tbe parcel 
post. 
The commission strongly' Inti- 


mates that tbe extension of the parcel 
post carries the danger of putting the 
express companies of the country out 
of business 
without compensation. 


Tbe commission unexpectedly asks to 
be relieved of all its duties In connec- 
tion with tbe parcel, post on the 
ground that It is obliged to regulate 
rates for the express companies and 
at the same time is called upon to In- 
dorse parcel post rates without regard 
to their-effect upon the express 
panics. 
• 


Under the parcel post act the con- 


sent of the commission must be ob- 
tained before tbe weight limit can be 
increased or parcel post rates reduced. 
The commission says: 


The Parcel Post. 


One_of the general duties of the commis- 


sion is to regulate the practice and charge* 
of express companies. 
It has hot felt 


called upon to consider the Interests of 
these companies In any respect when con- 
sidering applications of the postmaster 
general to change parcel post rates. The 
rates of the express companies have been 
recently revised by this commission, and a 
very substantial reduction therein ha» 
been made. The commission feels that il 
should be relieved froita the duty of de 
termlning the extent to which the parcel 
post should supersede the express system. 
which It has regulated. 


It Is recommended that the commission 


be relieved of all duties In connection with 
the parcel post. If that is not done the 
•outtes to be performed by the commission, 
as well as the standards to be applied to 
It, should be more clearly stated. 


This is the recommendation of the 


commission in connection with physical 
control of railroads: 


We recommend that the commission be 


authorized to make orders after Investi- 
gation respecting the construction and 
maintenance of the physical properties of 
railroads engaged In Interstate commerce

Rebel Leader Tells Why lie 


Expelled Them, 


SUPPORTERS OF DICTATOR. 


Committee to Take Inventory of Their 


Property at Chihuahua, and Thoee 
Who Have Not Aided Huerta to Be 
Indemnified—Spaniards Lives Were 
In Danger Had They Remained. 


Chlhualimi. Mexico, Dee. 20.—Gen- 


eral Francisco Villa said he wns dis- 
posed to follow the suggestions of the 
United States as to tiie rights of for- 
eigners In Mexico. In conformity with 
this plan lie mimed u committee to 
take an inventory of the property of 
the expelled Spaniards, and said he 
would Indemnify, such as had not ac- 
tively supported the Huertu .rovern- 
ment.

General Villa had received through 


the American consul representations 
which expressed the position of thei 
United States in assuming moral re- 
sponsibility for the welfare of citizens 
of other nations and which called upon 
General Villa for a strict accounting 
tflf his acts should the rights of any 
foreigners be violated.

ing lu Mexico Cfty last February hun-1 
dreds of Spaniards in the city sided 
with Felix Diaz, and with arms co- 
operated in the uprisinr; which enabled 
Huerta to bring so much suffering to 
Mexicans. When 1 attacked Torreon 
Spaniards again flred on us on the pre- 
text that they were guarding their 
own interests. In Chihuahua the ma- 
jority of Spaniards were Huerta sym- 
pathizers. When I entered the city I 
resolved upon their expulsion because 
their lives were in danger from the 
feeling held against them by our army. 


"The rights of a I! other foreigners 


have and will be protected. 
Arrests

WOMEN ARE PROUD 


OF KOLLOWAY BOMB 


Defy Police to Find Got Who 


Laid too Fuse. 


London. Dec. 20.—"We do not deny 


that suffragettes were responsible fo' 
the explosions at Holloway Jail, bu, 
it's up to the police to Bnd out the 
guilty Individuals, if they can." was 
the defiant comment of Mrs. Dacre 
Fox, leader of the Women's Social and 
Political union. 


At Holloway prison the 700 women 


prisoners refused to be quieted. Many 
kept awake in the hope that the bomb 
explosion might in some way result lu 
a chance for a general break, while 
others were fearful that tbe two tre- 
mendous explosions which shook the 
prison walls migljt be repeated. 


The, police are certain in their own 


miuds that militant suffragettes are 
responsible for the attempt to blow up 
Holloway Jail. 
Rachel Peace is the 


only suffragette prisoner now in the 
jail, but the suffragettes have been 
unable to find out whether or not she 
is being forcibly fed.

Tbe commission unexpectedly asks to 
be relieved of all its duties In connec- 
tion with tbe parcel, post on the 
ground that It is obliged to regulate 
rates for the express companies and 
at the same time is called upon to In- 
dorse parcel post rates without regard 
to their-effect upon the express 
panics. 
• 


Under the parcel post act the con- 


sent of the commission must be ob- 
tained before tbe weight limit can be 
increased or parcel post rates reduced. 
The commission says: 


The Parcel Post. 


One_of the general duties of the commis- 


sion is to regulate the practice and charge* 
of express companies. 
It has hot felt 


called upon to consider the Interests of 
these companies In any respect when con- 
sidering applications of the postmaster 
general to change parcel post rates. The 
rates of the express companies have been 
recently revised by this commission, and a 
very substantial reduction therein ha» 
been made. The commission feels that il 
should be relieved froita the duty of de 
termlning the extent to which the parcel 
post should supersede the express system. 
which It has regulated. 


It Is recommended that the commission 


be relieved of all duties In connection with 
the parcel post. If that is not done the 
•outtes to be performed by the commission, 
as well as the standards to be applied to 
It, should be more clearly stated. 


This is the recommendation of the 


commission in connection with physical 
control of railroads: 


We recommend that the commission be 


authorized to make orders after Investi- 
gation respecting the construction and 
maintenance of the physical properties of 
railroads engaged In Interstate commerce
